When a Regiment is drawn 
up, the Officers are to Salute 
one after another, as the Per- 
ſon paſſes by whom they are 
ro Salute.

When the Word of Com- 
mand is given to Wheel, (if it 
be to the Right) the Right- 
hand-man is to keep his 
Ground, andonly turnupon 
his Heel ; the ſame time the 
Left-hand-man moyes about

The ſecond Rank do's not 
begin to Wheel , till they 
have taken the Ground of the 
firſt; ſo every Rank isto take 
the Ground of that which is 
before them, upon which de- 
pends this way of Wheeling : 
obſerving always, in March np, 
and Wheel to the Left, their 
Left-hand-men. 


The manner of Encaniping 
Horſe or foot. 


There muſt. be allowed 
One hundred Paces- for the 
Encamping of a Battalion 
conſiſting of ſixteen Compa- 
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nies, and Fifty Men in each 
Company. 

There muſtbe allowed Fif- 
ty Paces, for a Squadron con- 
lifting in three Troops, and 
Fifty Men in each Troop. 

| From the Head of the firſt 
Line to the head of the (e- 
cond , there is commonly al- 
lowed Three hundred Paces, 
|  Whereof One hundred and 
rwenty are for the Encamp- 
ing of the firft Line; ſo that 
there remains One hundred 

and eighty paces, for the di- 
tance between the laft Tents 
of the firft Line, and the 
Head of the ſecond. It is to 
be obſerved, That this mea- 
fuxe of Ground aforeſaid, is 
”. 4 
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meant -only for the Encamp- 
ing of an Army: For if it 
was to be ranped in Battle, in 
caſe of Service, the diſtances 
between the Battalions or 
Squadrons, . muſt be greater 
than in a Camp. It muſt be 
endeavoured as much as may, 
* that the ſecond Line be equal 
to the firſt, keeping the ſame 
diſtance between the Right 
and Left. 

All Troops or Companies 
of Horſe or Foot, conſiſting 
but of Fifty Men, are to be 
Encamped on one row of Ba- 
raques or Huts; but when 
the Troops or Companies 
conſiſt in more men , there 
mult be two or three rows of 


Pa- 
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Baraques or Huts. It is to be 


obſerved, That in each Squa- 


dron or Battalion, the Colo 


nels Company is always up- 
on the Right or Left, and 
there make their row of Huts, 


| behind them muſt be left a 


ſpace for the Street z then the 
ſecond Company makes their 
row of Huts, near to which 
the third make theirs, leaving 
the ſpace of two foot only be- 
tween their Huts , which is 
called the By-ſtreet, and the 
ſame thing is obſerved by the 
Horſe. The Huts of the Foot 
always open towards the 
Street. The Baraques of the 
Cavalry always open towards 
the Horſes heads. 

ks The . 
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T he Particulars of Encamping 
of a Battalion. 


When the Adjutant, or 
Quarter-maſter, hath his 
Ground allotted to him for 
the Encamping of a Battali- 
on, which is commonly One 
hundred Paces, he is to divide 
it in the manner following ; 
viz. He muſt allow ſeven 
foot ſquare to each Hut, two 
foor to the By-ſtreets, and fif- 
reen foot to the great Streets. 

Every Company conſiſting 
of fifty Men, ought to have 
ten Huts, and there muſt be 
the diſtance of two foot be- 
tween the Huts. The Kitch- 

| ens 
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ens muſt be marked out at 
twelve foot diſtance from the 
laſt row of Huts, and muſc 
be placed uſt over againſt 
them ; ſothat the Streets may 
be open quite through, for 
the Officers to pals eaſily to 
the head of the Camp,as there 
ſhall be occaſion. The length 
of the Kitchens is to be nine 
foot, and the breadth fix foot. 
There muſt be thirty Paces 
diſtance between the Souldi- 
ers Kitchen, and the Front of 
the Captains Tents. There 
mult be the diſtance of fourty 
Paces between the Captains 
Tents, and the Front of the 
Tents of the ſubaltern Ofh- 
cers; and the remaining 

Ground 
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Ground is for the Encamping 
of the Captains Equipage. 

The Sutlers are to Encamp 
behind the Officers Tents. 
By this account there-remains 
fifteen or twenty Paces, which 
makes the diſtance from one 
Battalion to another, which 
is always left upon the left 
hand. The Pikes ( whether 
they are placed againſt a 
Croſs, or in a Stand ) muſt 
be allowed at eighteen foot 
diſtance from the Huts. The 
Muſquets muſt be at eighteen | 
foot A from the Pikes, 
or they may be placed upon 
the ſame Line with them.

To pals C Defile, the 
readieſt way to perform it, and 
draw up again in Order, afſoon as 
paſt, 1s to make the Ranks Files : 
If to the Right, the Right hand 
Man Files ff and the reſt of his 
Rank follow him, till the Defile be 
paſt; then they Rank again as 
they were. This ſeems better than 
Files filing, becauſe it immediately 
makes a Front to the Enemy. If 
the Ranks be great, let them File 
twoa breaſt, beginning with the 
two outermoſt Files. For larger 
Defiles, the Commander draws 
off as he judges the way will eaſily 
receive; in order to which, the 
Battalion is divided before it 
Marches, Lieutenant and Serjeants 
taking care for the Subdiviſions. 
The places of the Lieutenants may 
be according to theſe Figures, Ca- 
ptains and Enſigns keeping their 
| places.

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The Particulars of Encamping 
of a Squadron. 


Hen a Quarter-maſter of 

Horſe hath his Ground a- 
lotted to him for a Squadron,which 
is commonly Fifty Paces, he is to 
divide it in the following manner;

He mult allow three Paces for 


the length of a Baraque, and two. 


Paces diſtance for the opening of 
the Baraque to the Stakes to which 
the Horſes are faſtned, and three 
Paces for each Horſes ftanding, and 
ten Paces for the Street. To the 
ſecond Troop 1s ro be allowed two 
Paces diſtance , three Paces for 
their Baraques, and one Pace. di- 
ſtance for the By-ltreet. The third 
Troop muſt have two Paces di- 


ſtance, three Paces for the Ba- 


raques, and three Paces for the 
Horſes ; after which, there wall 
remain fifteen Paces, which mos 
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| the diſtance from-one Squadron to 
another. If the Squadrons are 
ſtronger, they muſt have more 
Ground, And this is only for a 
Squadron of One hundred and 
Men, in three Troops, each Troop 
making but one row of Baraques. 
The Colours muſt be laces at 
eighteen foot diſtance from the 
Front to the Baraques, in the ſame 
Line with the bikes. There are 
commonly ten or twelve Baraques 
on arow, for every Troop of Fif- 
ty Men: And there muſt be at 
leaſt two Paces diſtance from one 
Baraque to another. 

For the Troops Kitchens,the Of- 
| ficers Tents, and the Sutlers which 
attend upon the Troops, the ſame 
Meaſure 1s to be obſerved in pro- 
portion, as1s uſed for Encamping 
of Foot : By a Pace, here is meant 
three foot.

| All which Motions the Officer 
guſt takecare to ſee done exatly 
at the lame time, and therefore 
muſt not givethe Words of Com- 
mand too faſt. 
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When a Body of Horſe is drawn 
up,: the Officers muſt ſtand cloſe 
to their Men; only hethat Com- 
mands muſt be a Horſe length 
before the reſt of the Officers ; and 
they muſt obſerve the ſame thing 
in Marching ; for qothing 1s more 
unſeemly , than to ſee the Offi- 
cers at too great a diſtance from 
their Men. 

It is thought neceſſary to make 
an alteration in the manner of 
Wheeling of Horſe: For where- 
as formerly, when a Squadron of 
Horſe was Commanded to Wheel | 
(if it were to the Right) the {| 
Right hand Men cloſed to the Left, | 


which way was found ſubject to 
put the Ranks out of Order : And | 
_ therefore the praQtice now is, that | 
the Right hand Men ſhould keep 
their Ground, only turning their 
Horſes heads to the Right, whiFit 
the Left comes about ; in which | 
Motion | 
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Motion they ſt obſerve their 
Left hand Man. 

When a Squadron of Horſe is to 
Charge another, it is better they 
ſhould do it with their Swords in 

their hands, thaneither with their 
Piſtols or Carabines. 
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Orders for Battel. 


Hough there can be no 

certain Rules given for 
any Order of Battel, which 
depend chiefly upon the cir- 
cumſtances of the place, and 
other Accidents that may hap- 
pen ; Yet I ſhall fer down 
ſome which may ſerve for an 
Example, to ſhew the nature 
of the thing, 


You muſt firſt af all Com- 


.mand Silence ; next, to March 


very leiſurely : To obſerve the 
Right in Marching, and pre. 
ſerve the Intervals. which are 
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always to be fifty or ſixty Pa- 
ces at leaſt, that fifty of a Bat- 
- talion may pals through them; 
None to ſpeak but the Com- 
mander in Chief, or the Ma- 
jor by his Order. Advancing 
aganſt, the enemy in Bartel, 
out of Muſquet ſhot, the Cap- 
tains and other Officers at 
the head of the Battalion,are 
all to Marchin a Line, with 
their Pikes in their hands, 
two good Paces before the 
Men ; and are often to look 
behind them, becauſe other- 
wile they may inſenſtbly ger 
too far before the Body, and 
the Souldiers by following 
too faſt, fall into diſorder ; 
whereof great care is to be 


taken 
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taken in Marching againſt an 
Enemy. At which time, the 
Ranks are to be two great Pa- 
ces diſtant,and the Files cloſed 
in ſuch a manner, that every 
Souldier may March ar his 
eaſe, and ſo Charge and Fire 
which will be effe&ted, if he 
have liberty of moving his 
elbows as he Marches. When 
the Muſquetiers come within 
Shot, and March ready with 
their Pans guarded, the Ranks 
{hould be cloſed forward to 
the Swords Point. Bur to a- 
void talking, which uſually 
happens at this. inſtant; it is 

better to leave the diſtance of 
| one Pace between the Ranks; 
ſo the Souldjers will not preſs 
MS 
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one upon another, which of- 
ten cauſes breach of Silence 
in a Battalion. The diſtances 
of Files are to be preſerved, as 
hath been ſaid already. 

He that Commands a Bat- 
talion, is to be in the Centre 
of it, at the Head of the 
Pikes; the Officer next in de- 
gree,isto be inthe Rear of the 
Pikes ; the third in degree , 
at the Right Wing of Shot 
in the Front; and the fourth, 
at the Left Wing of Shot in 


the Front ; the reſt of the Ca» 


ptains are to be in the Rear 
on the Wings of Shot, accord- 
ing to their degrees. The 
Lieutenants are to be placed, 
two inthe Front, two in the 
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Rear, and one on each Flank. 

The Colours are to bein the 

Centre of the Pikes. The . 
Serjeants are to be placed on 
the Right and Lefr of each 
Rank, If a Battalion con- 
ſiſts of more than fix Compa- 
nies, the reſpective Officers 
are to be placed according to 
the diſcretion of the Com- 
mander of the Battalion. It 
were not amils to place the 
Company of the Captain that 
Commands the Lefr Wing 
of Shot, on the Left of all 
that wing, unleſs the Batta- 
lion be the outermoſt on the 
Line; for then the Colonels 
Comp pany is to be on the 
Lu of all, in this caſe the 
Right 
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Right and Left Exchanging. 
Then they are ready to Ex- 
erciſe either on Horſeback or 
a Foot,
